Mr. Gross’ resolution was promptly sec- 
onded by J. H. Strong, and Clayton Mark 
almost as promptly moved its reference to 
the Committee on Rules. A. 8. Trude sec- 
onded Mr. Mark’s motion, and Mr. Brenan 
seconded the second. ) 

Mr. Trude declared that this tas far too 
important a question to be railroaded 
through. He interpreted the resolution to 
mean that the board was asked to adopt not 
only the civil service law, but also the rules 
and regulations of the commission, and some 
of the latter, he said, were utterly ridiculous. 

Mr. Gross explained he had no idea the 
board’s committee on rules would decide 
on any but sensible civil service questions, 
and that he had intended the resolution to 
embody that thought. 

Mr. Trude then suggested that perhaps the 
wording of the resolution might be changed 
a little. Finally the word “strictly” was 
stricken out just before the provision that 
the board's rules should conform to those 
of the Civil Service Commission of the City 
of Chicago, and Mr. Gross accepted a further 
slight change so that the resolution plainly 
provided for the adoption of the rules of the 
commission only “ so far as they are suitable 
to the employés of the Board of Education.”’ 


Other Objections Urged. 

This practically removed the objections 
of Mr. Trude and several others, but the 
end was not yet. Mr. Brenan insisted that 
the resolutions ought to be referred to the 
Committee on Rules. 
like the idea of any one man presuming to 
instruct the Committee on Rules. Mr. 
Gross again explained that if the board 
adopted the resolution it would become 
the board’s expression in the premises, 

Chairman Errant of the Committee on 
Rules said he, for one, would be glad of 
such an expression on the part of the 
board, and Mr. Mark finally said that if 
that was all that was intended ho would 
withdraw his motion to refer. Mr. Trude 
then withdrew his second. But still the 
end was not reached. 

F. M. Blount offered as a substitute a gen- 
eral resolution to the effect that the board 
adopt the principles of the civil service law 
and apply them as seemed wise and best. 

William R. Harper hoped this matter 
Would be postponed no longer. He was 
ready to vote at once. George E. Adams 
also called for the question. On the substi- 
tute resolution the vote stood: Yeas, 7; 
nays, 11, divided as follows: Yeas—Brenan, 
Blount, Errant, Miller, Schneider, Mark, 
and President Halle. Nays—Cameron, 
Trude, Torrison, Kohtz, Kirk, Pettibone, 
Strong, Harper, Adams, Gross, and Mrs. 
Frake. | 

The question then recurred on the original 
resolution. The only dissenting vote wa 
that of Mr. Blount. B. J. Rosenthal, who 


| Was not present when the vote was taken, 


came in later, read the resolution, and asked 
that his vote be recorded in its favor. This 
made the vote 18 tol, the one vote being cast 
by the proposer of the defeated substitute. 


Committee Will Make Rules. 

After the passage of the resolution sev- 
eral members of the Committee on Rules 
expressed themselves to a TRIBUNE reporter 
as follows: Chairman Errant said: 

“The .committee has been very pusy 
lately, and may not meet again for several 
days, but we will, no doubt, formulate some 
sort of civil service rules that will not be 
unsuitable. Whether we will recommend a 
new Committee on Examination or not I 
cannot now say, but we will do the best we 
can to satisfy all concerned.” 

H. H. Gross said: ‘‘ This takes the mat- 
ter away from any danger of the board’s 
employés falling into the hands of the ex- 
isting Civil Service Board. We think our 
Committee on Rules will be’able to get up 
satisfactory rules, and that the result will 
be a good thing for the board andits em- 
ployés.” 

B. J. Rosenthal said: ‘I am giad this 
action was taken. It will be a great relief 
to the Committee on Employés. It has been 
so that any incompetent person who had a 
pull could get a job under the board just as 
well as a competent one. Now we can say 
to all applicants: ‘We have a Committee 
on Civil Service. Go to them and pass your 
examination, and then you will be eligible.’ ”’ 


Need. Civil Service Rules, 

George E. Adams said: ‘I voted for this 
resolution because we needicivil service rules 
in this department. Our attorney told us 
plainly we did not belong under the existing 
commission, and so we will establish one 
of our own.”’ 

A. 8S. Trude said: ‘* Do not put me down 
as opposed to civil service. I am not. I 
simply opposed the adoption of ridiculous 
rules that had no bearing on our class of 
appointments. Now that it is understood 
the committee is to present reasonable regu- 
lations I am content.’’ 

Dr. W. R. Harper said: “I have favored 
the civil service rules at all timesin the past, 
and when the report of our attorney was 
made known I could see no cause for further 
delay. I believe that as soon as the proper 
legislation can be secured we may be able 
to turri the whole matter over to the regular 
Civil Service Commission. Until then we 
will probably conduct a separate commission 
of our own.” 


Report on Filters. 


Another matter that came up before the 
board last night was the report of the Health 
Department experts on the filters now on 
trial in a number of the publicschools. This 
report was to the effect that all the analyses 
had been repeated three or more times in 
each case in order to arrive at positive con- 
clusions. The examinations consisted, first, 
of a series of chemical and bacteriological 
analyses of water before and after filtration: 
and, second, a test to determine if a known 
bacterium would pass through the filter. 
The bacterium used in this test was selected, 
because of its minute size and because it is 
not found in Lake Michigan water. The 
results in the different schools are sum- 
marized as follows: 

In the filters of the Lincoln Schvol, Berk. 
field Filter company, Nettelhorst School, 
Standard Filter company; Greeley School, 
Pasteur Chamberlain Filter company; and 
Knickerbocker School, American Tripoli 
Filter company, the test bacterium did not 
pass through during the period of observa- 
tion, and to this extent the fillers proved 
to be ‘‘germ*proof.’”’ In seven other cases 
filters failei to pass the test. 

The Committee on Buildings and Grounds 
reported temporary quarters had been se- 
cured at No. 156 West Monroe street for the 
manual training school recently destroyed. 
py fire. For the relief of the Elsdon branch 
of the Chicago Lawn School quarters have 
been rented at Fifty-first street and Homan 
avenue. , 

More Trouble for Fiedler. 

Just before adjournment Mr. Strong cailed 
attention to the fact that the bond given two 
years ago by Architect August Fiedler is 
nul and void, and that the rules required 
him to give a good and sufficient bond, . After 
considerable talk it developed that Mr. Fied- 
ler had informed the committee two weeks 
ago that he did not intend to give a bond 
for the remaining thirty days of his term 
of office. 

Mr. Rosenthal made a motion to the effect 
that the Secretary of the board be instructed 
to inform Mr. Fiedler that a bond must be 
furnished without further delay. Mr. Strong 
suggested as an amendment that the archi- 
tect should be suspended until the bond was 
forthcoming. He finally withdrew the sug- 
gestion and the motion carried.

City of Mexico, Nov. 18.—{Special.]—The 
interest of the Pan-American Medical Con- 
gress was absorbed today in a paper by Dr. 
A. M. Holmes of Denver, Colo,, on “* The 
Diagnosis of Tuberculosis by the Morphology 
of the Blood,” a presentation of the manner 
in which he made the discovery of detecting 
the tubercular germ in the human blood be- 
fore the system has been attacked, and at a 
time when it may be eradicated by the treat- 
ment of any physician. 

Dr. Holmes’ discovery has been discussed 
very widely in medical circles and it was by 
special invitation that he was invited to be 
present and personaly present the subject 
to the congress.

cratic State committee, died in his room at 
the Savery House yesterday morning at 6 
o’clock after a long and painful illness. It is 
announced that he died of bloed poison, but 
back of the blood poisoning is a story of ab- 
sorbing interest. 


Mr. Curry came to Des Moines early in the 
campaign to take charge of it, together with 
Judge Carr of Manchester, who was Secre- 
tary of the State committee. He soon be-~ 
came acquainted with a number of the good 
fellows who are prominent in the Dés 
Moines order of the Elks, and he decided to 
become a member of that order. 

It is impossible to get at the exact facts, 
as the members of the order are ail sworn 
to secrecy. But it seems that Curry was 
seated in a chair which has a device at- 
tached for heating it frgm the bottom, giv- 
ing the applicant a roasting, literaliy. One 
report is that the chair is supplied with elec- 
trical fixtures and that a current of the 
fluid was sent through him. The object was 
to frighten him and to make him jump out of 
his seat, for the amusement of those pres- 
ent, | 

He Would Not Jump. 

But Curry did not jump and so the man at 
the supply turned on more of the fluid. 
Still the man sat still. Amid the laughing 
and the screaming, another supply was 
turned on, and kept on until smoke escaped 
from the body of the man, and then his 
friends rushed forwarmand pulled him out of 
the chair. 

He was taken to the Savery House and 
medical help summoned. It was thought 
that his injuries were not serious, nothing 
more than a burn of:a severe kind. Curry 
himself took that view of it and warned his 
wife, who was with him at the hotel, to keep 
the lodge matter a secret. The matter was 
kept secret at Mr. Curry’s own request, and 
he prevailed upon his wife to make no 
trouble. 

But Curry did not get well. He got worse, 
compelling his withdrawal from the cam- 
paign, some three weeks before election. 
His wife and her sister attended him con- 
stantly. 

The members of the Elks did everything 
they could to undo their practical joke. 
They have watched and relieved him, and at 
a meeting of the order today. committees 
were appointed to take charge of the funeral 
and to pay all expenses of his sickness and 
burial, amounting to $800. 

Curry himself cherished no grudge against 
the order or the members, and Mrs. Curry 
was brought to see that the matter was 
wholly accidental. 

A request for the exact facts of the'matter 
was made of several members of the order, 
but the replies were unsatisfactory. A 
prominent member said: 

‘Of course we cannot divulge the secrets 
of the lodge-room. I see it has gotten out, 
however, and I will say this much: Mr. 
Curry was initiated ahd there was an acci- 
dent during the initiation, and from that 
accident his illness resulted,.and from that 
{liness he died, But Mr. Curry’s constitu- 
tion, I am told, was considerably impaired, 
and because of that he failed to recover 
from injuries which were purely accidental 
and which might not have been serious to 
an ordinary man.” : : 

Gas Jet Used. 


By anédther man, one close to the Elks of 
Des Moines, it was ‘stated that no elec- 
tricity was used. 

‘It was not electricity,” he said, “‘ but it 
was something just as bad und hotter. It 
was a gas jet.” 

This man claimed that in many or all Elks. 
lodges they have an iron-bottomed chair, 
sheet iron, on which the man to be initiated 
is seated. In Curry’s case a gas jet was 
applied to the bottom. Ninety-nine men 
out of a hundred jump out of the chair the 
moment the heat affects them enough to 
realize what they are doing with him. But 
Curry did not jump. He sat bold upright. 
Then the man with the gas jet applied more 
heat, thinking to roast him off. But Curry 
sat still until his clothes began to burn and 
smoke. 

Of course the men who were manipulating 
the gas did not realize what they were doing 
and thought that it was all a joke. 

As near as can be ascertained this seems 
to be the correct story of how Curry came 
by his fatal injuries. Either gas or elec- 
tricity was used for the roasting, and the 
preponderance seems to be in favor of gas. 

The members of the Des Moines lodge feel 
bad about it and their order is much blamed 
by many men who fall to realize that the 
matter was accidental. 

‘Whether there will be any official investi- 
gation is doubtful,: although some of the 
opponerts of secret orders are in favor of 
that. The Elks are incorporated and there- 
fore the members individually cannot be 
held responsible. The men who held the 
gas jets are said to be more or iess nervous, 
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’ breads,

The conditions were that 
they were to consume at a dinner half a 
dozen bottles of Rhine wine, some sweet- 
some celery, and a very old and 
tough Thomas cat that had done valuable 
service as a rat catcher at the beveling 
works. 

The cat was cooked as a rabbit stew is 
made and was not seasoned. The three vic- 
tims tried to wash 4own with wine the un- 
pleasant features of the meal, but Georgel’s 
stomach was not strong enough and he 
succumbed.

President of the Hotel Ingram company 
and for years a wholesale cheese merchant 
in South Water street, was found yesterday 
morning buried beneath two feet of snow 
beside a deer he had slain in the woods seven 
miles seuthwest of Michigamme,. Mich. 

Mr, Ingram had been on an extended 
hunt in the Michigafi woods, where he main- 
tained a camp twenty-five miles north of 
Champion. He lived there in solitude dur- 
ing his outings. -*Soor-efter the month 
opened he passed out of the notice of his 
acquaintances at the nearest settlement 
where he had been in the habit of going 
every few days for supplies. Searching par- 
ties started out and had been exploring the 
woods without cessation up to yesterday. 

There was nothing to indicate the cause 
of death. It was evident it occurred at least 
two weeks ago. Some Night may be thrown 
on the circumstances of the death at the 
Coroner’s inquest, which will be held today 
at Michigamme. The remains will be 
brought to Chicago for. burial. 


Fondress for Hermit Life. 


Mr. Ingram possessed some marked pecull- 
arities, which were shown in late years by 
his fondness for hermit life. It had beeff his 
delight to bury himself for weeks at a time 
in the solitude of the Michigan woods, where 
he never saw a human being except when 
he went to Michigamme for groceries. He 
established a hunting and fishing camp in 
an almost impenetrable wild, and since the 
World’s Fair has spent all of his leisure 
there, sometimes heing absent from Chicago 
for two or three months at atime. 

Last summer.Mr. Ingram suffered a severe 
sunstroke. It was not supposed, however, 
that his mind was affected. Some of his 
friends say that to sickness had been added 
the stress of unusual business care and 
anxiety. 

When .Mr. Ingram last visited his home, 
No. 308 Sixtieth street, in early October, it 
was noticed that hé was more than usually 
gloomy, and expressed weariness at the irk- 
someness of city life and business responsi- 
bilities. He went back to his quiet and sport 
on Oct. 31. :

IRELAND HAS KO FRIREDS AT ROME. 


Pope Still Undecided with Respect te 
the Steps to Be Taken Against 
the Archbishop.

Rome, Nov. 18.—{Copyright, 1896, by the 
New York Journal.]—Despite the pressure 
of the Jesuits, supported by Cardinal Satolli, 
the Pope is still undecided with respect to 
the steps which should be taken against 
Archbishop Ireland. His Holiness. fears to 
provoke a dangerous dualism in thé Amer- 
ican church which might even bring out 
a schism. we ee, 

Leo XIII. has, however, sent a direct re- 
quest to Archbishop Ireland for full ex- 
planations: respecting his conduct. He has 
written him a letter couched in paternal 
terms urging him to conform to the*general 
views of the Catholic episcopate, pointing 
out that the unity of the church can admit 
of no differences of opinion, even in matters 
which do not affect the dogmas of #eligion. 

Should this letter produce no effect the, 
Pope probably will request the archbishop 
to come to Rome solely that he may discuss 
matters with him and come to an under- 
standing. In short, for the moment the in- 
tentions of the Pope with respect to Ireland 
are still well disposed, but at the Vitican it 
is feared that this disposition may change at 
any minute, because the Jesuits are daily 
gaining more and more influence in the im- 
mediate household of the Pope, and because 
several Cardinals who do not themselves 
belong to this order, such as Vannutelli and 
Parrochi, are throwing the weight df their 


views into the scale against the American 
prelate, 


Had Leo XIII. been a more energetic Pope

NO TARIFF BILL.,.FOR-.A YEAR. 


Senator Aldrich of Rhode Island Keen- 
ly Sums Up the Situation. :

Providence, R. I., Nov. 16.—[By telegraph 
to the Editor of the World.]—In answer to 
your questions I will say that in my judg- 
ment it will hardly be possible to secure the 
adoption of any satisfactory financial or 


revenue legislation at the approaching sec-.. 


ond session of the Fifty-fourth Congress. 

‘My reasons are these: 
silver majority in the Senate it must be evi- 
dent that no remedial financial legislation 
that would satisfy the advocates of sound 
money cam be adopted. 

Second—In the Senate of eighty-nine mem- 
bers.there are thirty-nine Democrats, six 
Popwlists, and the six silver Senators who 
supported Mr. Bryan—or fifty-one Senators 
in all who have been, and are likely to be, 
with a very few possible éxceptions, opposed 
to the Dingley bill or to any revénue legisla- 
tion that would have the approval of the 
thirty-eight Republican Senators. 

The possibility of securing an adjustment 
of the differences betwéen Senators on this 
question is so remote that I believe it may 
be safely assumed that.any attempt to pass 
a tariff or revenue bill, or even to enter upon 
its serious considerdtion at this session, 
would be unsuccessful. 

In this connection it should be remembered 
that the session will contain barely fifty 
working days, and that the consideration of 
the appropriation and other necessary bills 
will absorb every available day. 

The question of the precise character of 
the legislation on these two great subjects 
that should be adopted at the first session of 
the Fifty-fifth Congress is by far the most 
important one with which the members of 

‘that Congress will have to deal. 
The future of the Republican party may 


depend largely upon the measure of wisdom 


shown by the responsible majority in its 
treatment of this question. The details of 
party policy in this regpect can only be de- 
eided upon and announced after the most 
— consideration and fullest consulta- 
on. 
In the meantime, in a general way the ob- 


ligations and purposes of the party are fully 
understood. 


It should not be forgotten by those 
supporters of the President-elect who 
have heretofore differed. with us on the 
tariff question that Republicans are pro- 
teetionists by the explicit pledges, of plat- 
form and candidates and y the 
‘traditional poli¢y of the party, and as 
such are bound by every consideration 
of fidelity to the American people to 
apply their principles to any changes 
which may be made in revenue laws. 

No amendments to our tariff laws, 
however, should be made unless nec- 
essary to cure defects or to provide the 
requisite revenue. 

The task of amendments should be entered 
upon in a spirit of true conservatism, and 
with a determination to make the needed 
changes as soon as possible and ina manner 
which will create the least disturbance to 
business interests, NELSON W. ALDRICH.

The Chicago Evening Post of yesterday 
published an account of the dual réle played 
by State Insurance Commissioner B. K. Dur- 
fee—as banker and State official—and the 
manner in which one job hélped the other. 

Two years ago Mr. Durfee projected andsor- 
ganized the Farmers’ Bank of Decatur, in’ 
Decatur, Ill. It is'charged that, instead if 
turning over all the funds ef his office semi- ° 
annually to the State Tréasurer; he’ depos- 
ited $40,000 of them with his bank, and drew 
interest on that sum. The bank loaned the 
money out, among others to a relative of 
Gov. Altgeld, who drew tWo proémissory 
notes for-$5,000 each, seCured by thé indorse- 


ment of John P. Altgeld and by some col-. 


laterals. These notes were continued indef- 
initely, on the fec€fipts of checks for the in- 
terest. 

Subsequently, Commissioner Durfee, on 
July 1, 1895, sold out, his interest to Presi- 
dent Casner. Last spring he attempted to 
draw out from the bank the State funds, 


and was told they had all been loaned before 


he retired. The bank, however, turned over 
to him the two Altgeld notes and the collat- 
eral. Latér it made an assignment to John 
A. Dawson, President Casner’s son-th-law. 
Commissioner Durfee informed Receiver 
Dawson that he might write off the $10,000 
which stood charged to the Governor's ac- 
count, and deduct it from the amount the 
Commissioner had lent the bank.

**Joe had been paying the girl a great 
deal of aitention,” said Corbett, iast even- 
ing. “‘He was desperately in lové with 
her, and I think thut when he heard of her 
marriage he lost all hope in life.” 

Miss Paul lived with her mother at No. 
691 West Erie street. She and Foster had 
been ‘“‘ keeping company ’’ for months and 
the neighbors generally regarded them as 
engaged. Ten Eyck, it is said, was a new 
acquaintance, and the marriage was a great 
surprise to many.

| Though We Have Overcome the Dras~ 


on of Repudiation and the Immedi- 
ate Dangers of Bryanism, 
Gorgon of Agrarianism Is Yet 
Abroad—Union of Sound Money 
Democrats and Republicans Can- 
not Be Permanent. 


Paris, Nov, 18.—[Special Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.}—Henry Watterson, 


editor of the Louisville Courier-Journal, who 


was prominently urged for the nofhination 
for the Presidency at: the Indianapolis con- 
vention, but whose name was formally with- 
drawn, has remained in this city since the 
election, His views upon the result of the 
national campaign just closed have beer fur- 
nished in the following revised interview: 

“ The election of Mr. McKinley,” said Mr. 
Wiatterson today, “is but the beginning of 
the end of the struggle which ofe-wady and 
another has been going on in the United 
States for twenty years. It began in the 
West and South with a demand for fiat 


-money. No sooner was the greenback party 


disposed of than the free silver party took 
‘its place. Other questions being at the front 
and few of our public men experts in coinage, 
free silver was able to commit to the new 
monetiry delusion many men who, except 
for their ignorance of this particular ques- 
tion, could never have been reached and who 
were sound to the core as to the national 
credit and a safe, stable circulating medium. 
Among these public men was Mr. McKinley 
himself. The leaders of the flat money move- 
ment, reinforced by the silver mine owners, 
finally made an incision into the Republican 
party and got possession of ‘the machinery 
of the Democratic party. This culminated 


‘in the nomination and defeat of Mr. Bryan. 


End of the Free Silver Frenzy. 
“With that defeat ends the free silver 
frenzy and the danger of ail6tolkind. But 
the elements of disorder it has called into 


being and the agrarian issues it has set into - 


motion are left upon the scene, and we may* 
be sure that these will continue their as- 
Ssaults upon the life of the Nation and the 
integrity of the people until they are swept 
out ‘of existence in 1900. Mr. McKinley’s 
election settles nothing. It merely removes 
fiat. money and depreciated silver dollars 


from among the rocks ahead.’’ 


Mr.’ Watterson was asked if the union be- 
tween the gold Democrats and the Repub- 
licans could last, and he replied:+- “I do 
not see.how it can. The differences are too 
doctrinal and radical. Mr. McKinley is an 
extreme protectionist. The sound money 


‘Democrats are sincere revenue reformers, 


Certainly statesmanship is largely an affair 
of compromises. But to be effectual and 
beneficial the compromises must be logical 
and just. Nothing could be more desirable 
‘than a union among all law-abiding, order- 
loving citizens against whatever and who- 
ever threatens the interests of the country. 
The Bryan menace did produce such a union. 
Bryanism was simply mobism, and before 
such an issue, whenever raised, party dis- 
tinctions must vanish from the minds of 
patriotic men. But the immediate danger 
over the original disagreements are bound 
to reappear.”’ 


Other Dangers Are to Sueceed. 
* But, Mr. Watterson,” said the interview- 


er, “ has not the Republican victory been so“ 


overwhelming as to carry all before it.”’ 

“For the time being, yes,’’ was the reply: 
“The Republican party has had in its timé 
great good fortune. It has shown itself a 
clever Opportunist. But it cannot rest.¥its 
case upon the doctriné of protection. Neith- 
er as a policy, nor as a theory, nor as a key- 
note can protectionigm-hold its own or stand 
alone. It is at war with the genius of Ameri- 
can institutions. . It should be no longer nec- 
essary, if it ever was truly necessary, to 
the American manufacturer. Itis the father 
of paternalism and the godfather of Pop- 
ulism. It sets examples to those who im- 
agine that wealth may be created by legis- 
lation. It imposes grievous burdens on the 
agricultural classes. During periods of de- 
pression it serves both as an instigation and 
a pretext to the discontented elements. It 
is the occasion of constant corruption in 
Congréss. The manufacturers themselves 
ought to lead the movement to discard it. 
They could, if they would, have the question 
settled by statesmen and save it from the 
hands of the mob. On such a line all con- 
servative men could unite to rescue the peo- 
ple from anarchism. But with Mr: McKin- 
ley in the Presidency this seems impossible, 
and I confess I dread to think of the attempt 
to which he is committed to bring back the 
McKinley duties under the mere pretext of 
supplying a deficit which is not likely to 
exist at the close of the flecal year.”’ 


Future of the Country. 


‘And what do you think all these things 
portend with ‘respect to the future of the 
country ?’’ 

‘“I think that the country is safe for the 
present. That the future of the republic 
will be equally assured I devoutly hepe. But 
thoughtful men should not be lulled into 
fancied security because we have overcome 
the dragon of repudiation. The gorgon of 
agrarianism is yet abroad. The Bryan 
movement was most dangerous because it 
affected to speak in the name of the people. 
The whole people must come to see that 
there have been mighty changes going on in 
the world before such a government as ours 
can be both safe and free.”’ 

‘** How do you mean, Mr. Watterson?” 

“In 1800 and under the leadership of 
Thomas Jefferson the principle of demo- 
cratic government began its real fight for 
life. The issue then was, ‘ Are the people 
capable of seif-government?’ If Jefferson 
had failed the Federalist party would have 


‘gone ‘on suppressing individual liberty and 


consolidating the central power until we 
should have had a republic in name only—a 
Fiorentine commonwealth, perhaps a line 
of Medician Princes. But Jefferson succeed- 
ed, and the written law of the land, strictly 
construed, was secured to the people. In 
1900 we shall have to face the same general 
question in a new form, and the issue will 
be, under existing conditions, * Are orderly 
governments and popular governments con- 
current possibilities?’ If we are to have 
many Presidential campaigns like the one 
just ended they are not. Unless the body of 
the people can be brought to realize the 
ehanges of a century of progress every four 
years will witness a party taking the field 
in support of the alleged rights of humanity 
whose very existence is a menace to the pub- 
lic order, the peace of society, the just bal- 
ance between the sections of the Union, the 
money of the people, the credit of the Nation, 
and every other good and perfect thing sup- 
posed to emanate from our republican sys- 
tem.”’ 
Radical Change of the Century. 


“ What do you regard as the most radieal 
change of the century?” 

‘“In 1800 we were a few millions of people 
and we loved liberty. In 1900 we are nearly 
a hundred millions of people and we ilove 
money. Moreover, individually and colleci- 
ively we have a great deal of money. Most 
of this money is invested in what are called 
corporations. From a handful of individ- 
vals we have become a Nation of institu- 
tions. The individual counts for less and 
less, organization for more and more. Itis 
the idiosyncrasy of the age we live in. 
may tear down the house, but cannot at one 
and the same time both destroy it and occupy 
it: That is what Mr. Bryan and his follow- 
ers are pretending that they can do. Mean- 
while must a man lose his individual rights 
of property because he has invested his ac- 
crétiens in a bank, or a railway, or even a 
trust company? That is the question we 
have to meet and settle as against 
clamor of the mob before we can be entirely 
sure about anything.”’ 

‘What of the sectional spirit and ten- 
dency ?’’ 

‘“ Among a people so great in numbers and 
occupying stich a vast territorial extent sec- 
tional distinctions, growing out of conflict- 
ing local interests, are inevitable. We had 
a North andaSouth. Now weare beginning 
to hear of East and West. He who knows 
the whole country and is familiar with the 
people from the Canada line to the Mexican 
border and hetween the two oceans needs 
not to be told that, judged by other nation- 
alities, the popular homogeneity in Amer- 
jea is little short of amazing. -United Ger- 
many, united Italy, the Austro-Hungarian 
Empire, neither France nor England, nor 
even the Swiss Confederation, can boast of 
anything like the oneness of ortgin, charac- 
ter, ties, aims, hopes, mannere, and customs 
which mark the inhabitants of the United 
States of North America.” "9

Yet it might, with 
profit toyitself and to us all, read a chapter 
out of ovr own history and take a hint in 
time from the experienee of the South, The 
institution of African slavery. was thought 
to confer great benefits upon its possessors,;

Recognized by the Conatitution property in 
man came to take on a kind of divine right, 
and af last its supporters went to war to de- 
fend it. 

‘‘ Nothing should have been clearer than 
that war was the best way to destroy it. 
England had got rid of slavery in her colo- 
nies. Russia had extinguished serfdum. 
Brazil was preparing to emancipate her 
Slaves. Everywhere, except in the Southern 
States of the American Union, the world was 
set against slavery. To cling with tenacity 
to so untenable and, as time has since re- 
vealed, to so profitless a system of labor—to 
Say nothing about morals—was singularly 
shortsighted in the public men of the South; 
but to take the fleld inits behalf and against 
such odds seems inconceivable from the 
standpoint of rational statesmanship. But 
the South did it, and dearly paid the conse- 
quences. Let the East take to itself the lea- 
son of the South. ; 


Ostentatious Display of Wealth. 


**In its concentration of the wealth of the 
country and in-its ostentatious display ‘of 
this wealth, in the gradual cultivation of 
caste, in the tendency to hug its vast riches 
and in the finding of means to keep its mill- 
fons at home, let it behold a danger it will 
do well to consider in the light of both 
ancient and modern history; and if it has 
any real statesmen they cannot put their 
genius and resources to better uses than by 


‘the construction of policies which will bring 


them alliances and make them friends—poli- 
cles wise and broad, justifying. ih some 
measure the unlimited accumulations they 
have been able to pile up Ih such a relatively 
short compass of time. Those accretions 
not only serve to breed corruption among 
themselves, but they unite against the 
simple rights of property all the forces of 
cupidity and rapine, operating on agrarian 
and sectiontl lines. 

“States have been saved before now by 
timely forecast. Only pride, and a very 
foolish pride at that, has led. Spain to defy 
the laws alike of God and nature in Cuba. 
Only pride, the pride of wealth and caste, 
will keep the East from seeing the truth 
that it must make a partner of the rest of 
the country, not alone by generous and ex- 
panding policies, but above all by just poli- 
cies, harder perhaps to realize than any 
other policies. We can always be generous, 
but it is not always easy to be just, wisely 
just, even to ourselves,’’

inée girl studied him with a critical eye and 
decided that he would do to fill the vacant 
niche. Then she became violently enthusi- 
astic and spent hours discussing him with 
her dearest friend. And at present Mr. Dal- 
ton is the acknowledged idol of the matinée 
girl’s heart. 


An Apollo of the Stage. 


There are some reasons for this, for in cer- 
tain points Mr. Dalton is manifestly the su- 
perior of his rivals. Perhaps his most op- 
vious superiority lies in point of size. He's 
without doubt the tallest and the broadest 
matinée hero on the stage. There is some- 
thing magnificent and admiration-compel- 
ling in a physique of this sort, which not 
onlv overtops everything in the vicirity, but 
is excellently proportioned and at the same 
time perfectly representative of health and 
strength. The day for the puny stage hero 
is past. 

It has been supposed by persons who were 
altogether inexperienced and misinformed 
that the matinée girl liked her stage idol to 
be of the drawing-room type, that when she 
went to the theater she enjoyed the counter- , 
parts of the very scenes whith she daily be- 
held at her own home, and that her imagina- 
tion did not and could not soar above patent- 
leather boots and fancy waistcoats and ** so- 
ciety ”’ witticisms. : 

All this, however, is a mistake. What she 
really prefers is to have every one of her own 
little secret emotions played upon by an 
actor who knows Ris business. And when 
she sufficiently recovers from the sway of 
her emotions to be able to look upon the 
stage she likes to see scenes that are neither 
new nor near at hand and costumes that 
trail and sweep rather than trousers which 
fit and have to be creased. This is another 
reason of Mr. Dalton's popularity. 


Prefers’ Costume Parts. 


“YY much prefer costume parts,”’ observed 
Mr. Dalton in his slow English drawl one day 
this week. ‘‘ Modern roles are less interest- 
ing and they give one much less freedom. 
I find it much easier to impersonate a char- 
acter that is not taken directly out of the 
scenes of today. And so I go back to the 
most stirring and picturesque epochs of his- 
tory, or to Shakspeare. My favorite char- 
acter, by the way, is Mercutio. Then I very 
much enjoyed playing Prince Michael in 
‘Bor the Crown.’ That was rather an ef- 
fective costume—the long, heavy fur- 
trimmed rohe, with broad jeweled belt and 
silver chain about the neck. It is the cos- 
tume worn in the Balkan Mountains in the 
sixteenth century. 

“Yet, after all, I like the Roman costume 
best. It is by far the most effective. The 
costumes designed for me to wear in the 
‘Sign of the Cross * please me very well, and 
the rdle is one I am very well satisfied with. 

But it must not be supposed that Mr. Dal- 
ton confines his costuming to the stage. 
There are various parts which clothes en- 
able him to play in private life. One of 
these is the Byronic pose. Mr. Dalton is not 
at any time a lover of the “‘ chappie”’ style 
of attire, and feels very much more at home 
without a high collar. Therefore when he 
adopts the Byron costume he wears a col- 
lar that displays his well-developed neck to 
excellent advantage. A loosely tied four-in- 
hand, with the ends floating out from the re- 
strafnt of his waistcoat, is the nearest ap- 
proach to the negligée tie which Mr. Dalton 
allows himself. His short coat is worn 
thrown open, and he doesn’t even scorn a 
wrinkle ortwo.

Just before the restraining order was 
served upon him Senator Martin was 6een 
by a reporter, and said that he would qual- 
ify as receiver immediately. Later he said

ws, 3 Hurd, the Santa Fé attorney, says in 
his judgement the Federal Court has juris- 
diction of the case, and he believes Judge 
Foster will so hold. 

A big fight is likely to center in Judge 
Foster’s court lasting several days when the 
case shall come before him next week.

War Cloud in Jefferson County. 


Kansas City, Mo., Nov» 18.—Under a To- 
peka, Kas., date, the Star this evening prints 
the following: . 

“ The turn taken in the Santa Fé receiver- 
ship case opens the way for a most serious 
conflict between the Federal and State 
courts. Should the receiver appointed by 
County Judge Myers finally succeed in qual- 
ifying and demand possession of the railway 
the officers of the latter would refuse to 


r yield, standing on the expectation that Judge 


Foster of the Federal court would assum 
jurisdiction in the case. ae. 

‘‘His authority, resisted by the railroad 
people, the receiver’s recourse would be to 
ask Judge Myers for an order calling out 
the posse comitatus to help him to take pos- 
session of the property. Such an order would 
authorize the Sheriff to summon every male 
citizen in Jefferson County, if necessary, to 
put the receiver in possession of the railroad. 
Then Judge Foster, presuming that he would 
assume Jurisdiction, would order the United 
States Marshal to appointan army of special 
deputies to.enforce the processes of his court. 
Then the Sheriff would call upon the Gov- 
ernor for the State militia and the United 
States Marshal, in turn, could appeal to the 
Secretary of War for troops and thus bring 
on a collision between the State and Feéederel 
governments. 

** Nobody looks for anything of this kind 
to happen, but Assistant Attorney-General 
Goddard says. there is ample room in the 
case for it and should the two courts and 
the parties in interest be stubborn and lose 
sight of the real merits of the case, a min- 
fature war wouldresult. Butit is likely that 
second thought will come and the case will 
be settled without even coming to a hearing 
before any court on the merits.’’

BRAMBEL 1S OFFERED $60,000 MORE. 


English Syndicate Tries to Get the Pat- 
ént for the New Rotary Engine 
After It Has Been Sold, 


St. Paul, Minn., Nov. 18—{Special.]—A

in Sleepy Eye today and offered Grant Bram- 


bel £10,000 more for the patent right of the 
Brambel rotary engine patented by him than 
Was offered by the Allen syhdicate.

Brambel had just accepted the offer of 


‘£820,000 from the Allen syndicate and was 


forced to decline the offer of $50,000 more. 
The patent is a most useful one, and the 


‘type of engines all over the world will prob- 


ably sooner or later be modifications of the 


‘Brambel engine. The machine is adapted to 


any kind of work where power of any kind 


is used, and may be built for a fraction of. 


the money now expended on engines. 


A. G. Phillips, the expert machinist from 


London, representing an English syndicate, 
who, after a thorough examination of .Mr. 
Brambel’s patent, offered him $50,000 more 
for the patent right than has yet been of- 
fered, tendered Mr. Brambel a_ certified 
check on the Bank of England for $500,000 as 
a first payment, agreeing to pay the bal- 
ance when the transfer of the patent was 
finally made. 

The patentee of this remarkable engine 
has studied over the rotary engine problem 
for the last twelve years, and made many 
failures with his models until he finally hit 
upon the plan of the machine patented by 
him.

TRAVELING MEN APTER THE RAILROADS 


Committee Visits the Railway and 
Warehouse Commission and Starts 
Fight for a Two-Cent Fare. 


Springfield, Dl, Nov. 18.—[Special.]—A 
‘committee of traveling men and lawyers 
from Chicago and other cities of Illinois 
called upon Chairman Cantrell of the Rail- 
road and Warehouse Commission this even- 
ing and told him they were here for the pur- 
pose of taking steps at once for the reduc- 
tion Of passenger rates in Illinois from three 
to two cents per mile. 

The committee contended that during the 
present year the railroads of Illinois had 
demonstrated that they could carry pas- 
sengers at one-fourth of a cent per mile, 
and make a profit at that; therefore, if the 
present rate of three cents per mile was 
reduced to two cents per mile, the railroads 
would still have a profit and the traveling 
public be greatly benefited. 

Chairman Cantrell informed the ¢ommittee 
that under the rules of the commission it 
would be necessary to formulate a complaint 
and that it would be taken up by the commis- 
sion and disposed of as speedily as possible. 

A subcommittee was then appointed from 
the main committee, which was instructed 
to. draft and present the necessary com- 
plaint, which will be presented to the com- 
mission next month.

Ald. Mugler Receives Mr. Beale’s Opin~- te 


ion and the Movement for the 
Change Has a New Impetus—Com-' 
mittee on BHi¢etions Is Called For 
Rarly Next Week~Mayor Swift Fa~- 
vors the Project and Puts Faith in 
the Council, 


The City Council eeems to be in a fair way 
now to take up in earnest the te Meg 
Mugier, Chairman of the Council Committee 
on Elections, said yesterday that he would 
call a meeting early next week to consider 
the matter. Yesterday he received an opin- 


ion from Corporation Counsel Beale which, 


seems to remove all doubt as to the legality 
of such action as is contemplated. He is of 
opinion that the Council. can reapportion 
the wards whenever it sees fit, but the num- 
ber of wards must not be Increased unless 
new territory is added to the city. 


Mr. Beale’s Opinion. 

Mr. Beale says in his communication to Mr. 
Mugler: 

“In answer to the inquiries made by you 
on behalf of. your committee respecting a re- 
districting of the city at the present time, I 
beg to say that, in my opinion, the City 
Council may redistrict the city whenever 
such action seems to it desirable, and that 
in doing so. under existing conditions it must 
preserve the present number of wards. The 
matter seems free from any reasonable 
doubt. 

“ Bec. 2 of Art. III. of the General City In- 
corporation law, as amended in 188) to pre- 
pare for the extended annexation of territory 
to the city in that year, provided in substan- 
tial effect that this city should have forty- 
eight Aldermen and no more, unless an ad- 
ditional number should be obtained through 
annexation in the manner pr ibed in said 
section, and that there should be two ad- 
ditional Aldermen for every annexed dis- 
trict of territory containing a specified num- 
ber of inhabitants, until the total number of 
Aldermen should reach seventy, after which 
there should be a redistricting of the city on 
a basis which would preserve the number of 
Aldermen at seventy. That number of 
Aldermen has not yet been reached through 
annexation “of territory, and accordingly I 
find that the number of Aldermen in any re- 
districting must be limited by a provision of 
the section which reads as follows: 

** * Whenever after such new territory shall 
have been annexed as aforesaid, said city 
shall be redistricted, the number of wards at 
the time said city is redistricted shall be pre- 
served.’ 

“ Sec. 4 of Art. LY. of the same law pro- 


‘vides as follows: 


“ "The City Council of any city in this State 
- »« »« May from time to time divide the city 
into one-half as many wards as the total 
ree ay Aldermen to which the city is en- 
t t e a , 


Mayor Swift Favors It. 


Mayor Swift is among those who are urg- 
ing action upon the matter at this time. He 
says the law substantially requires the 
Council to maintain an equitable division of 
the city’s territory and population. He said 
last night: 

‘“*Il am heartily in favor of taking up this 
subject at this time, chiefly because the law 
requires it. Some of the wards are three 
times as large as others, and yet they have 
the same representation in the Council as 
the little ones. 

‘* As to the opinion that some hold that the 

mber of wards might be increased by one, 

cannot speak, because I have not looked 
into the matter. Mr. Beale is doubtless 
right, however, in the position he has taken. 
I have no doubt that if the present Council 
should take up this question it would dis- 
pose of it fairly.’’ 

As to this latter point there is some diver- 
sity of opinion among Aldermen. Several of 
those who belong to the reform element are 
digposed to believe that if the present Coun- 
cil took up the matter it would be solely for 
the purpose of making a gerrymander, and 
the second stage would be worse than the 
first. Ald. Manierre of the Twenty-fourth 
Ward said: 

** Considering the material of which the 
Council is now composed I don’t think it is 
wise to consider the matter. I was in the 
Council at the time the present division was 
made, and the division of the North Side 
wards is my own. If this were now changed 
I question whether it would be made in the 
interests of the city.”’ | 

Doubts Ite Wisdom. 

Ald. Harlan of the Twenty-second Ward 
said: 

‘IT am» disposed to doubt the wisdom of 
such a measure emanating from this Coun- 
cil. Although the present division of the 
city is not proportionate, I think there are 
many more important matters to be con- 
sidered.’”’ 

Ald. Walker cf the Twenty-fourth Ward 
said: 

“The wisdom: of this measure depends 
upon how it is done. Some of the wards are 
now much too large, and they are not fairly 
represented, but if it is a plan to turn over 
the best districts of the city to the worst 
elements I cannot support it.’’ 

Ald. Miller of the Tenth Ward said: 

“If the people don’t improve in the selec- 
tion of their Aldermen, and go on allowing 
the saloon element to control the Council, 
I can’t see how it would be a benefit to have 
more of these Aldermen. Some of the wards 
are too large at present, and should be equal- 
ized, but the important thing is to get better 
Aldermen.”’ 

Ald. Madden of the Fouwtth Ward said: 
* There is a good deal of inequality in the 
wards as they now stand, and it would be 
better if they could be divided up more even- 
ly. I believe the city has the authority to 
do this reapportionment, but it is not obliged 
to do it. ; : 

“As to the manner of procedure, I have 
no doubt that the present number of wards 
cannot legally be increased. Whatever is 
done must be within the wards already ex- 
isting. I cannot say, however, whether or 
“— I would be in favor of action at this 
time,’’ 

Mugler Urges Action. 


Ald. Mugler, who is urging the matter, 
thinks it is imperative some action be taken 
at this time. He also has a plan for abolish- 
ing the North, West, and South Divisions 
of the city; but-this is not generally sup- 
merree by members of the Council. e 
said: 

‘* Several wards have populations of over 
75,000, while others have less than 25,000. 
In the redistricting I would be in favor of 
abolishing the North,”“West, and South Sides 
as far as ward boundaries are concerned so 
as to put a stop to sectional feeling in the 
Council. We could extend the South Side 
wards onto the West Side and the West 
Side wards across the river on the North 
Bide. I think the-change would be a beneht 
to all concerned.’’ 

In one or two instances the Aldermen 
differ from Corporation Counsel Beale and 
hold that there is a provision in the city’s 
charter allowing it to increase its wards to 
thirty-five. They hold that when the city 
recently annexed new territory it did not 
fully adhere to the law and increase the 
number of wards. It is, therefore, believed 
that the increase can be made at this time. 


JAIL FOR TWO ELECTION JUDGEs. 


Morrissey and Dick Sentenced for Mis- 
conduct and Contempt of Court. 

Judge Carter yesterday held Thomas Mor- 
rissey, an election judge in the Bleventh 
Precinct of the Fourth Ward, to the Crim- 
inal Court under $2,000 bonds on a charge 
of marking ballots cast for Powell for the 
Legislature, so as to prevent them being 
counted for him. Morrissey was also given 
a sentence of twenty days in jail for miscon- 
duct while on duty election day, the principal 
charge against him being that he was under 
the influence of liquor while the count was 
in progress.

TURN DOWN FREE SILYER RESOLUTION 


Illinois Federation of Labor Conven- 
tion Rejects It with but One Dis- 
senting Vote, That of the Mover. 


St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 18.—({Special.]—The 
second day’s convention of the American 
Federation of Labor of Illinois, in session 
inv East St. Louis, was called to order this 
morning by President Charles J. Reifier. 

A vote was taken on the admission of John 
Benson, representing the Federal Labor 
Union of Chicago, and the gentleman was 
ruled out. It was claimed that as Mr. Ben- 
son did not have a certificate from the local

They asked the 
American Federation of Labor to withdraw 
its patronage from the Heintz Packing com- 
pany of Chicago on account of the employ- 
ment of non-union labor, to indorse the 
American Tobacco Workers’ label, to boy- 
cott the Excelsior and Quincy Showcase 
company, to request the Board of Education 
of Chicago to have an eight-hour clause in 
all its contracts, and to favor the closing 
of barber shops in Illinois on Sunday. These 
resolutions will be dcted upon tomorrow. 

A resolution asking the convention to favor 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver at 
16 to 1 was referred back to the introducer 
of the resolution, with but a single dis- 
senting voice, that of the introducer. 

One resolution offered provides that all 
present officers of the federation shali be 
ineligible to re@lection at the next conven- 
tion, and that no one not actively working 
at his trade shall be entitled to credentials 
from a local union as a delegate to the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor. 

Late in the afternoon 
debate took place over the creden- 
tials of the delegates of the Brick- 
layers’ Union of Chicago and they were ruled 
out. It was claimed that the union had 
failed to pay its proper per capita tax to the 
federation.

Monongahela, Pa., Nov. 18.—The delegate 
convention of the Monongahela River miners 
convened here today, called by the unorgan- 
ized miners of the fourth pool for the purpose 
of demanding an advance in the price of 
mining. A resolution was adopted demand- 
ing the restoration of the old rate of $2.66 
per 100 bushels in all the river mines except 
in the fourth pool, where the old rate of $2.16 
is demanded. Should the operators refuse 
to restore the old rate a general strike will 
be ordered. 

Bellaire, O., Nov. 18.—At Trolls two mines 
and Franklin & Neff’s mines along the Balti- 
more and Ohio railroad west of this city, are 
all closed down today for the reason thatthe 
miners all went out on strike against a re- 
duction from 61 to 45cents. Two mines here 
have already given their miners the price 
demanded and are at work. 


TO STUDY AMERICAN LABOR PROBLEMS 


Mission of Four Frenchmen to This 
Country, Delegates from the 
Musee Social. 


Rochester, N. Y., Nov. 18.—P. Claudio Tan- 
net of Paris, France, arrived tonight in the 
interest of the Musee Social, founded by the 
Comte de Chambrum, for the purpose of 
studying the workings of the Knights of 
Labor. In an interview he said there were 
at present four delegates in the country, in- 
cluding M. Viguourx, who Was a delegate 
from the French Government tothe World's 
Fair. Each delegate is assigned to different 
social, industrial, and financial subjects. 

At today’s session of the General Assem- 
bly of the Knights of Labor the following 
resolution was reported: ‘“‘ That in the opin- 
ion of the General Assembly, while mone- 
tary reform is fully provided for in the six- 
teenth and seventeenth planks of our pre- 
amble, the free coinage of gold and silver a: 
the ratio of 16 tol, regardless of the action 
of any other nation, is important, looking 
toward the ultimate success of the system 
we desire, and we therefore heartily indorse 
the agitation for and support of free coinage 
as a means to the end we seek.”’ 

After a lengthy discussion the report was 
recommitted, the general sentiment being 
that it was hardly as strong an expression 
as the order was prepared to make. 

The question before the assembly at the 
afternoon adjournment was whether an 
order shall issue compelling members to 
choose between this order and the affiliated 
organizations of the American Federation 
of Labor. There is much difference of opin- 
ion on this subject.

Revolutionary Junta Raided.

Havana, Nov. 18.—{Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.Jj—The attempt to reorganize the 
Cuban revolutionary junta here was 
promptly nipped in the bud. The secret 
meeting of newly appointed members of the 
Havana committee in a house on Com- 
Postela streef was surprised last night by 
the police, who captured the entire party, 
including the President and Treasurer. 

Among the arrested were Miguel Coim- 
bra, Ventura Ferrer, Rafael Arango, Oscar 
Romero, Teodoro Ocampa, and Pablo Riv- 
ero Cabrera. All are now in close confine. 
ment awaiting a preliminary examination. 

The arrests caused a local sensation.

The prisoners are men 
of special influence in Havana suburban 
circles, from which insurgent recruits have 
been largely drawn heretofore. . 


Two Spies Shot. 


Two suspicious characters, supposed to be 
rebel spies, were shot and killed last night. 


Volunteers to the Front. 


By a published order the forces. of the 
Fourth Battalion of Havana Volunteers are 
called into active military service on the 
Western trocha. The battalion will go to 
Artemisa early tomorrow. 

Three hundred colored firemen of this city, 
also armed, have been ordered to picket duty 
at points along that line. Further mobiliza- 
tion of volunteers is expected to follow. 

Reports from the field locate Gen. Weyler 
at Banas de Soroa,; in the Ruki foothills. 
Evidently his movements have’ been retard- 
ed by rains. ' 

The well-known rebel leader, José Miro, is 
said to be seriously wounded. 

His Campaign a Failure. 

Key West, Fla., Nov. 18.—{Special.]—Caf- 
tain-General\ Weyler’s campaign ‘against 
Maceo in Pinar del Rio has failed, according 
to advices received from Havana tonight by 
the steamer Olivette. It is officially ‘stated 
in Havana that Weyler was at Artemisa 
yesterday and he was expected to arrive at 
Cayajabor or Lomas Rubi today. Weyler 
has done absolutely nothing since taking the 
field, save to fall back when attacked at 
night by Insurgents Diaz and Delgado. The 
only real fighting was when Gens. Munoz 
and Echague attempted to storm the in- 


surgent intrenchments near Lomas Rubi and 


were repulsed with loss. 


IMPORTANT VICTORY FOR CUBANS. 


Rejoicing at Tampa Over the Report of 
S a Battle Won.: 

Tampa, Fla., Nov. 18.—Cuban leaders here 
today received information that the insur- 
gents have just won one Of the most impor- 
tamt battles fought on the island during the 
progress of the war. 

The battle was in Pinar del Rio, but no de- 
tails are given. 

Cubans here are rejoicing, as this is the 


‘first real battle since Weyler took the field. 


CANOVAS THREATENS UNCLE SAM. 


Says Spain “ Will Cause Her Rights to 
Be Respected.” 

Paris... Nov..18.—A dispatch to the Journal 
from Madrid gives the substance of an in- 
terview with the Spanish Premier, Sefior 
Canovas del Castillo, in which he is quoted 
as making the following statements: 

‘The United States has always observed 
a correct attitude, and itis to be hoped she 
will never cease to respect the rights of 
Spain, for which country the Cuban ques- 
tion is one of internal polities. I believe the 
United States will not change its policy for 
the sake of Cuban negroes, but in the event 
that she did $0 Spain will cause her rights to 
be respected. So long as I remain in power 
I will not make any concession or yield to 
anybody.”’ ‘ 


WEYLER SUFFERS FROM HUNGER, 


Also Forced to Sleep on the Wet Ground 
Without Blankets. 

Havana, Nov. 18.—Little news regarding 
Captain-General Weyler’s operations against 
the insurgents in the Province of Pinar del 
Rio was allowed to leak out from the palace 
today. ; 

Maj. Bazan of the Spanish commander’s 
staff, however, arrived here today from the 
front. He says that the operations are most 
difficult and adds that the Captain-General 
slept the two rainy nights on the ground 
and without blankets, and that he has been 
several times without meals. The Major 
further says that the Captain-General yes- 
terday was between Zoroa and Candelaria. 

In spite of the fact that the weather has 
greatly improved in Pinar del Rio and that 
the authorities assert that the health of the 
troops in the field shows improvement, 700 
sick men have recently arrived here and 
3900 more are expected to reach this city 
during the day. 


More Official Victories. 


Gen. Munez, who is now suffering from 
sickness, has had two engagements with 
the insurgents at Sitio and Hondu. The 
enemy left eighteen killed on the field, and 
‘retired without its wounded. The troops 
had one Captain and one soldier killed and 
twenty-five men wounded. 

Col. Mondoca, while recennoitering on the 
heights on Grillo, this pravince, has been en- 
gaged with the insurgents under Arango. 
The enemy was entrenched, but after three 
hours’ fighting the insurgents were dislodged 
from theif positions and left seventeen killed 
behind them, retiring with their wounded. 
The Spanish force had six men killed and 
three officers and thirty-eight privates 
wounded. 

The insurgents are said to have fourteen 
factories in operation between Soros and 
Cabanas in Pinar del Rio. Nevertheless 
reports are received of scarcity of food and 
clothing. 

Nearly $100,000,000 Subscribed. 


New York, Nov. 18.—The foHowing has 
been received by cable from official Spanish 
sources: 

‘* Madrid, Nov. 17.—The amount known to 
have been subscribed towards the new loan 
is 592,000,000 pesetas (nearly $100,000,000), 
Many of the provinces have yet to port. 
The government has decided to send 10,000 
men to the Philippine Islands, in addition to 
6,000 now under orders for that destination. 

‘* Official advices received here report the 
surrender of 600 insurgents in the Province 
of Pinar del Rio. Engagements are reported 
with the rebels under Betancourt and San- 
guilly, during which the rebels lost many 
horses. The rebels were dispersed.”’

OSGOOD’S WHEREABOUTS KNOWN. 


Not Dead but a Major of Artillery Ufi- 
der Maceo. . 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 18.—[{Special.}—Maj. 
Winfield D. Osgood of the Cuban insurgent 
artillery, with Gen. Maceo, a Boston boy 
and not long ago a famous half back on the 
Pennsylvania football eleven, has at last 
been heard from and the‘report of his death 
at the hands of the Spanish forcés is proven 
false. 

News that the courageous young American 


is yet alive and doing much brave and ef- 
fective fighting for the cause of Cuba libre 
comes from two reliable sources. A man 
recently from Cuba informed a Boston re- 
porter of his present location and informa™on 
from the Cuban Junta in New York received 
by Capt. Osgood of the United es army, 
the young man’s father, also asserts that 
young Osgood is alive and quite well. 

The man from Cuba said that young Maj. 
Osgood has inherited all of his father's 
bravery, sagacity, natural ability, and en- 
durance, and is accomplishing much for the 
cause of Cuba. He has worked his way up 
to the rank of Major through valor and 
hard, close ‘* infighting,”’ in battles where 
the enemy outnumbered his forces many 
times. He will, as planned, take a decisive 
part in the coming great battles, which will 
probably decide the fate of Cuba, 

Maj. Osgood’s sister, Harriet, is te be 
married in a few days to Assistant Surgeon 
Paul Clendinen of the United States army. 

Capt. Fanston of Kansas. 


Lawrence, Kas., Nov. 18.—A letter was re- 
ceived here yesterday from Frank Funston, 
son of ex-Congressman E. H. Funston, who 
departed for Cuba several months since. 
The young man writes that he is now an ar- 
tillery Captain in the insurgent army, and 
tells of several hot engagements with the 
Spaniards in Puerto Principe previous to 
Oct. -16, the date of his letter.

WILL FOLLOW UNCLE SAM’S LEAD. 


Attitade of Central and South Ameri- 
can Republics. : 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 18.—Diplomats 
well informed regarding the conditions and 
sentiments of South and Central American 
republics are authority for the statement 
that there is no intention on the part cf the 
governments of these countries to recognize 
Cuban belligerency. 

Bolivia has evinced a purpose to grant such 
recognition, but it is explained that Bolivia

The tone of the official papers of South 
America generally has been friendly to 
Spain, and the governments of the respective 
countries do not care to take any position 
which might result in hostilities with Spain.

THE COST OF COWARDICE. 

The editor of the Albion (Tll.) Journal re- 
calls to. mind the fact that some of the Ili- 
nois delegates to the St. Louis convention 
made a bitter fight against the adoption of 
the “existing gold standard clause” when 
the delegation held a caucus on the sub- 
ject of the money plank. Some of them 
“grew eloquent in their portrayal of the 
awful fate that awaited the Republican 
party if it were committed to the gold stand- 
ard in its national platform. ‘Sound money’ 
was their favorite way of expressing their 
preference.” ) 

Some of the men who were thus weak- 
kneed before the platform was adopted 
displayed equal cowardice during the cam- 
paign, and the local leaders in many coun- 
ties, especially in the southern part of the 
State, imitated the bad example Set by 
them. : 


These timid creatures hesitated to pro- | 


nounce the word “ gold” for fear it would 
grate on the nerves of some of the voters. 
They spoke only of “ sound money.” They 
talked of their great friendship for silver, 
their anxiety to have more of it in use, and 
their desire to do more for that “ oppressed 
metal ” than the Bryanites. 

The election returns from the “ infected 
districts’ show the effect of this evasive, 
timorous policy. The returns from other 
districts where a radically different policy 
was pursued show that it pays to have 
courage in politics. ° 

In the Ninth Congressional District, in 
the northwestern corner of the State, the 
Republicans. cast 36 per cent more votes 
than they did in 1894.. In the Twelfth Dis- 
trict, made up of the Counties of Iroquois, 
Kankakee, Vermilion, and Will, the Re- 
publicans polled 35 per cent more votes than 
in 1894, 

In such districts as these the Repub- 
licans made an aggressive and not an 
apologetic fight. They argued for the “ ex- 
isting gold standard,” and did not try to 
outdo the Bryanites in professions of de- 
votion to silver. a 

The Twentieth Congressional District is 
composed of the Counties of Clay, Edwards, 
Franklin, Gallatin, Hamilton, Hardin, 
Jefferson, Wabash, Wayne, and White. 
That district was afflicted with men who 
ignored the gold dollar and devoted them- 
selves to the silver dollar. : 

The Republicans polled more votes than 
they did in 1894. They went up from 
17,275 to 19,363. That was a gain of only 
12 per cerit, while the Popocrats made.a 
gain of 40 per cent. So they had a ma- 
jority of 2,517, while in 1894 they were de- 
feated by 1,528. 

In the Twenty-first District, which takes 
in Clinton, Marion, Monroe, Perry, Ran- 
dolph; St. Clair, and Washington, which 
the Republicans carried in 1894 by 1,681 
votes, they were defeated this year by 818 
votes. They polled only one-fifth more yotes 
than two years ago. 

If the Republican leaders in this district 
had been as fearless as those in some other 
districts they would have made the same 
percentage of gain that was made elsewhere 
and would have elected their Congressman. 
Cowardice alone defeated them. 

The editor of the Albion Journal, which is 
printed in Edwards, the only county in the 
district which went Republican this year, 
while six did two years ago, was not one of 
those weaklings. He made a good fight, but 
there were not enough men like him in the 
district. 

If the honesty and courage which carried 
all the Chicago districts—some of them 
nominally Democratic by great majorities— 
had been brought into play elsewhere, not 
one of the five country districts which the 
Bryanites have carried would have been 
lost. Illinois would have given twenty-two 
Congressional yotes for sound meney legis- 
lation. It will only give seventeen now, or 
a majority of twelve. 
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TO SYSTEMATIZE CRIMINAL COURT BUSI- 
NESS. tee 

The flagrant abuses which have grad- 
ually become identified with the Criminal 
Court business of the city will be weeded 
out to a large extent if the admirable plan 
of Judge Tuley is adopted. He proposes 
to systematize the work and thereby es- 
tablish these two points, that no criminal 
cases can be “ nolle prossed ” or quashed 
by the whim or will merely of the State’s- 
Attorney,.and that all cases must come up 
in regular consecutive order according to 
their numbers, so that ample time may be 
given defendants as well as plaintiffs for 
making preparations for trial. A new rule 
embodying these features with others less 
important will be submitted to tne Circuit 
and Superior Court Judges and it will prob- 
ably go into effect at the beginning of the 
new year, 

It is to be hoped no barrier will be op- 
posed to this project, which offers abundant 
promise of reducing to an effective and 
equitable system a Criminal Court business 
which has been chaotic and honeycombed 
with questionable practices. As affairs’ 
are conducted at present it is possible for 
the State’s-Attorney to dismiss cases at 
will without even the formality of assigning 
a cnuse. It is a matter of common know!l- 
edge that this course has been taken in 
many cases where abundant evidence was 
available of the guilt of the persons thus 
set free. That a power so sweeping should 
be lodged with one man has been a serious 
menace to law and order in the city. The 
police complain that much of their effort in 
hunting down criminals and collecting ev- 
idence is wasted because of the prevalence 
of these “nolle prosse climaxes. It 
would be difficult, moreover, to estimate 
the extent of the encouragement that is 
extended to criminals by this ever present 
prospect of freedom in ‘spite of demon- 
strable guilt. Judge Tuley’s plan will 
change allthis. If the State’s-Attorney de- 
sires to nolle prosse a case he must make 
his request to the presiding Judge, giving 
his reasons for the proposed action. 'The 
plaintiff will be given access to the data 
and will be able to file objection to a dis-. 
missal, The Judge will then decide on 
the merits of the proposition, so that the 
course taken eventually will have been 
given careful and judicial consideration. 

The other feature of the new rule pro- 
posed is equally important. By it all cases 
will be docketed in regular order, every 
case will have a set place in the court 
records, and it must come up at the spec- 
ified time without any possibility of being 
pigeonholed or otherwise lost to public 
notice.. All defendants, therefore, will 
know approximately when they must ap- 
pear for trial and will have equal oppor- 
tunities with the plaintiffs for the prepara- 
tion of their cases. In addition to this 
every case will be in the hands of the court 
and there will be no chance for any de- 
fendants to be particularly favored by long 
and inexplicable delays in getting to trial, 
delays which in many instances have been 
practically unending. 

.The present practice is so slipshod that

fore being hurried in for trial. In the ab- 
sence of any order or system their cases 
are selected as if at random, and the first 
intimation that any special case is to come 
- is given the day before the day set for 
trial. : 
This new rule will be of inestimable ad- 

vantage to the cause of justice. Judge. 
Tuley and his associates will confer a great 
boon to the city when they make the rule 
effective. 
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BRYAN’S LECTURE CAMPAIGN. 


It is now announced that Mr, Bryan has 


concluded arrangements with an Hastern 
theatrical manager for an indefinite season 
on the lecture platform. Undon!stedly the 
new campaign on the rostrum will be more 
pleasant than the old one og the rear plat- 
form. He will have a more quiet time, 
better eating and drinking and sleeping. 
Instead of zigzagging round the country 
at the rate of fifty miles an hour he will 
travel easily and leisurely. : 

The most grateful feature of the new 
campaign will be that Mr.Bryan will have 
time for deliberation. Not being in a hur- 
ry he will have the opportunity to go into 
many details which he probably could not 
touch upon when he was whirled over the 
country by Jones & Co. Mr. bryan, in 
fact, can appear before the people after 
the manner of a reformed gambler and ex- 
pose the tricks of the trade to his audiences. 
He can .explain how he mesmerized re- 
porters so that they saw 20,000 people 
where there were only 2,000 and so that 
they could not hear disagreeable questions 
which he (Bryan) couldn’t or didn’t an- 
swer. He can explain how they managed 
to hear only those questions which had 
been arranged béforehand with accomplices 
in the crowd and for which answers had 
been prepared. He can also explain how 
it was that he could deliver over 600 
speeches and answer none ofthe questions 


which the newspapers were asking, and 


how he evaded them by a mere wave of 
the hand or by the delivery of some balder-- 
dash about the rights of man anid the suf- 
ferings of bleeding humanity. Mr. Bryan 
might still further explain how he worked 
up a reputation as an orator and how he 
came to pilfer his most effective meta- 
phors from others without even the saving 
grace of a quotation mark. In a word, 
nothing would be more entertaining than 
for Mr. Bryan to explain to his lecture 
audiences how he and Jones managed to 
delude about six million people into voting 
for him. The tricks of the Popocratic 
campaign, with pictures of the wires and 
how they were pulled to make the puppet 
dance, would draw great crowds and would 
prove more entertaining and instructive 
than any other subject Mr. Bryan could 
choose. 

GRUDGING WELCOME TO 

CHANTE. 

All lovers of art must be poighantly dis- 
tressed by the fast and loose manner in 
which Boston bas trifled with the statue of 
Bacchante. The indecision of the Art com- 
mittee has subjected that helpless creature 
to a series of indignities which are only 
partly ameliorated by the final and grudging 
consent to give the statue a permanent 
home. It would have been more considerate 
of the committee to have stuck to its orig- 
inal conviction that the morals of the city 
were too puritanical to tolerate a continuous 
view of a Bacchante on the Public Library 
grounds. The reconsideration of this de- 
cision has involved so many tests of the in- 
tensity of the spock which the statue would 
convey, and its fate in the meantime has 
been held in such painful abeyance, that no 
one can view the fair-figure hereafter with- 
out experiencing a pang of sympathy for the 
slights to which it has been subjected. 

The reputation of the unfortunate young 
woman was compromised sadly as soon as 
the committee began to contemplate seri- 
ously the possibility of giving her-a home. 
She was carried out in the darkness of Sat- 
urday night and set up in the fountain of 
the courtyard, and there subjected to the 
critical gaze of the members of the com- 
mittee. Then sbe was hustled away and 
locked up in a dark room while the arbiters 
of her fate analyzed the impressions she had 
made on their morals in order to judge of 
her probable effect on the multitude.

off because they did not pay. “ We did not 
get passengers enough to pay for the horse- 
feed.” It is singular that there should have 
been such a falling off in travel in a great 
and growing city. ) 

The real trouble with the Madison street 
all-night cars was that they did not pay as 
well as other cars do.. They returned but 
a very small profit. Generally when a 
street railway company sees that 999 out 
of its 1,000 cars return a profit, while the 
thousandth does not do as well, it drops 
that unlucky car, though it may be a con- 
venience to many people, because its earn- 
ing power is not up to that of the others, 

The Council, in compliance with the 
wishes of the West-Siders, has ordered the 
company to resume the running of those 
night cars,-and it will doubtless do so. 
When it put them on in 1875 it did so in 
obedience to an order of the Council. Other 
companies have obeyed similar orders. It 
is too late, after so many years of ~c- 
quiescence, to claim that the Council has 
no power in the premises. 

If the company should refuse to obey and 
stick to its policy of refusing to run cars 
where they do not pay excessive profits, 
then it will be necessary to have recourse 
to the courts. They will find a remedy.

Virginia City, Mont., Nov. 10.—[Editor 
New York World.]—Mr. Hanna says that 
he shall continue the educational work on 
the money question—a good idea. And why 
not employ Mr. Bryan? He is an intelli. 
gent, forcible, and persuasive speaker. In 
the late campaign hé-made- more than 600 
speeches for silver, 400 of which were made 
in the Middle Western States. AS @ conse- 
quence of these speeches there were more 
than a mijlion men converted to the gold 
standard. And wherever Mr. Bryan set his 
foot and- opened his mouth the most as- 
toinding majorities on the other side were 
rofled up—New York, 262,000; Pennsylvania, 
95,000; New Jersey, 85,000; Massachusetts, 
368,000; Connecticut, 55,000; Ohio, 52,000; In- 
diana, 20,000; and the most astounding of 
all was in the State of Illinois, where Bryan 
made his longest and biggest fight—the tally 
against him was 144,000 majority for Mc- 
Kinley. Now, in the entire Southern por- 
tion of our country, where Bryan did not 
go, and where he did not speak, the States 
were solid for silver; they all voted one way.

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Mi e-Owners and Their Pmployes Put 


. Up $1,263,639, and Spent Much 
More Secretly. 


New York World [Dem.], Nov. 17: A hand- 
ful of silver millionaires who control the 
silver mines pledged themselves, if the Chi- 
cago platform declared unequivocally for 
free silver coinage, to furnish a campaign 
fund of $1,200,000. Considering the small 
number of silver producing States and the 
insignificant figure they cut in the population 
of the country, this was an extremely liberal 
undertaking. But considering the imm 
wealth of these mine-owners and th 
tremendous profits the victory of the Dem- 
ocratic ticket would yield them, it was little 
enough, 

Their mines are valued at 
In 1895 the silver product of these mines 
was worth $32,250,000. Victory for free 
silver would mean to them, as they believed, 
an additional yearly profit of more than $15,- 
000,000. It was undefstood that the $1,200,- 
000 was to be expended by the National Demo- 
Pop committee, but the fact is much 
of it was spent by committees controlled 
by the contributors themselves. The 
mine-owners of Colorado made up a cam- 
paign purse of more than $468,000. This 
State has a voting population of less than 
178,000. But it is controlled by some of the 
richest silver mine-owners in the country. 

Montana, with a voting population of less 
than 45,000, contributed $310,000. California, 
which casts nearly 270,000 votes, gave only 
$265,000, but Californfa is essentially a gold 
mining State. 

In making up the grand total of $1,200,000 
nothing was considered except the benefit 
the election of Mr. Bryan would have been 
to the contributors. In this the California- 
Nevada ring of silver mine-owners played 
a bunko game on the National committee. 
When it came to being assessed they were 
Californians and paid on that basis. The 
interests of Newlands and men like him 
in the rich mines of Nevada were kept in the 
background. So it happened that only the 
poorest of the. Nevada mine-owners paid 
anything in behalf of that State. 

Idaho, a State so small that it never before 
cut any figure in national politics,. con- 
tributed $40,000, and Utah, whence came the 
famous appeal of Secretary Merrill, con- 
tributed $80,000. The total of all the con- 
tributors was $1,263,639.50. This was a little 
more than the amount pledged. 3 

In justice to the California-Nevada ring 
and the other rings of silver, millionaires, 
it must be said they responded promptly to 
the appeal for cash. It is certafn the figures 
presented do not represent the total amount. 
There were@undoubtedly many thousand dol- 
lars spent secretly. A good deal of the 
money was wasted. , 

Take the fortune squandered in Indiana, 
for instance. It was estimated that there 
were 30,000 floaters in this State, and they 
could all be bought for from $2 to $5 a head. 
The possession of their votes, it; was figured, 
would make the State surefor Bryan. So, at 
the start $75,000 was turned into this ter- 
ritory, then $50,000 more was sent there, and 
then another $125,000*was asked for. The 
money was wasted.

“These are purely personal subscriptions, 
Silver mines of Colorado yielded more than 
$114,000. Mines in that State were squeezed 
to the extent of $26,550. General subscrip- 
tions amounted to many thousands of dol- 
lars. The free silver clubs gave more than 
$8,000. Mine employés in Montana were 
forced to contribute more than $7,000, In- 
deed, no one from whom a dollar could be 
wrung by the group of millionaires who con- : 
trol the silver States was spared. The more 
the poor and helpless paid the less would be 
asked of the rich and powerful. 


How Hanna Spent His Contributions. 


The national headquarters.at Chicago drew 
on New York for expenses of the campaign 
of education in Indiana, Michigan, and Iowa, 
and other States, while Illinols and Minne- 
sota, like Wisconsin, took care of themselves, 

The World correspondent has high au- 
thority for the statement that when all these 
sums are added together Mr, Hanna had at 
his disposal $2,500,000 for carrying on the 
campaign. At the outset he asked each 
department to furnish an estimate of the 
appropriation desired. The Chicago speak- 
ers’ bureau asked for $97,000 and then pro- 
ceeded to spend nearly twice as much. 

The greatest leakage, Mr. Hanna has said, 
was through the literary bureau. The story 
got out that the committee had plenty of 
money and a horde of small country papers 
with “‘ job printing ’"’ departments put in a 
demand for patronage. Most of the work 
was money thrown away. 
fore the campaign closed Mr. Hanna came 
down hard on these suckers, ordering that no 
more work be done. 

Some details as to the Bryan campaign 
fund are,.known here, from what insiders 
have told. The five silver States, through 
the hundred or more plutocratic mine own- 
ers, raised about $1,200,000. The sugar trust 
made a contribution of, $50,000, under the 
well-known principle which always actuates 
that gigantic trust, that it is necessary to 
have friends at court, whichever wins. 

Taking the Republican and Democratic 
National committees together, adding the 
funds raised by the State committees in New 
York, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Kentucky, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, and Missouri, it is 
safe to estimate that the Presidential cam- 
paign cost $4,200,000. : 

This money was practically all spent be- 
tween the 10th. day of July and the 3d of 
November—100 working days. This expense 
was larger by $1,800,000 than Queen Victo- 
ria’s privy purse and all the annuities paid 
to all the royal Princes in Great Britain. It 
was almost as large as the entire cost of 
maintaining the royal. eetablishments of 
Great Britain and Germany combined.

Workmen Are Kept Busy Night and 
Day Getting Warships Equipped 
for Active Service. 


New York, Nov. 17.—The unusual activity 
among the workmen in the several depart- 
ments of the navy yard continues. Themen 
are busy night and day. The vessels now 
undergoing repairs will be ready to leave in 
a few days. The officers on duty at the yard 
will neither affirm nor deny the rumor that 
the ships are preparing for service in Cuban 
waters. The officers and men believe their 
destinations to be far south of the Cuban 
coast and that the vessels will be in Ven- 
ezuelan waters during December. 

The great battleships Maine and Indiana 
will leave the-yard this week. The Maine is 
all right and the work on the turrets of the 
Indiana will be finished by Thursday. Both 
vessels will go to the anchorage off Tomp- 
kinsville, where they will] be coaled and ex- 
tra ammunition put tn their magazines. 

A six months’ supply of provisions and 
smaller stores were taken aboard the flag- 
ship New York yesterday. The ship will be 
coaled Thursday and the vessel will leave 
the yard by Monday. The repairs to the 
cruiser Montgomery are nearly finished. 
That vessel will leave the navy yard when 
the big battleship Massachusetts arrives, 
which will probably be on Friday. 

While the officers of the court of inquiry 
investigating the damages to the battleship 
Texas will not talk, it is known the damages 
are far greater than supposed. The Texas 
will probably not be r y to join the squad- 
ron before Jan. 1. 

The giant monitor Puritan, with four huge 
high-power guns, is almost ready to go into 
commission.

‘I 
was not the agent for that company and she 
finally insured in the Agricultural company 
of Watertown, N. Y. She paid me £12.50 for 
premium for one year. 

“The Tuesday following the writing of 
the policy Nellie Cronin and her sister, 
Marie, called at my office and said they had 
lost all their furniture by fire.

Orme hada 
belt filled with cartridges buckied around 
his waist. I saw Monahanalso. Hestepped 
up to the cashier’s desk, took a sack from a 
paper in which it was wrapped, and swept 
the money from the désk into it. Then he 
swung the sack over his shoulder and the 
men backed out.” 

Frank: A. Wilson, assistant cashier of the 
Biscuit company, also identified the prison- 


ers.

Springfield, Ill., Nov. 18.—{Special.]—The 
session of the Rebekah Assembly 
today opened in a pall of gloom. Chaplain 
Mary B. Stephens, while in the act of prayer, 
was stricken dead. 

At 09:15 o’clock the President, Mrs. Nellie 
B. Harris, rapped the convention to order 
and announced that the Chaplain, Mary B. 
Stephens, would invoke the divine blessing 
on the assemblage. Mrs. Stephens knelt at 
her chair and began topray, Suddenly she 
faltered, made an effort to continue, then, 
with a cry of agony, she sank senseless to 
the floor. 

None of the women realized the extent of 
the Chaplain’s illness. Those nearest her 
supposed she had suffered a fainting spell. 
Tender arms bore her to a committee room 
at the rear of the chamber and a physician 
was summoned to attend her 

The reading of the minutes of the last 
meeting was begun by the Secretary. Be- 
fore she had progressed far. she was inter- 
rupted by the appearance of one of the sis- 
ters who had been in attendance on Mrs. 
Stephens. With blanched face the woman 
whispered to the President that their be- 
loved Chaplain had expired. The shock of 
the announcement almost dumfounded the 
assemblage. An adjournment was immedi- 
ately taken. A few minutes later the con- 
vention was reassembled and committees 
were appointed to attend the deceased sister 
and to draft resolutions of sympathy. 

When Mrs. Stephens was taken to the 
committee room Dr. H. E. Kerrick of Broc- 
ton, Edgar County, a member of the Grand 
Lodge, was called from the session then be- 
ing held in Representatives Hall. He had 
hardly reached the side of the stricken 
woman when she breathed her last, without 
regaining consciousness. 

A hasty examination by the physician re- 
vealed the fact that heart disease was the 
cause of the sudden demise. Mr. Stephens 
was in attendance at the session of the 
Grand Lodge. The remains were sent to 
the home at Yale, Jasper County, this even- 
ing for interment. 

Mary B. Stephens was born at Fredericks- 
town, O., in 1848. ‘When she was 4 years of 
age her parents removed to Crawford Coun- 
ty, lll., and in 1865 she removed to Yale, 
where she has since resided. She was united 
in marriage with Steven Stephens in July, 
1869. Mr. Stephens is engaged in the mer- 
cantile business at Yale. Fight years ago 
he united with the Odd-Fellows, and two 
years later his wife was taken into the Re- 
bekah Assembly. She was an earnest and 
devoted worker in the order. She twice 
passed through the chairs of her lodge and 
three years ago was chosen a representative 
to the Grand Lodge. 

Mrs. Stephens had been suffering for some 
time past.and had been attended by many 
physicians. At the time of her visit to 
Springfield Mrs. Stephens was feeling better 
than for a long time past. 

The deceased ts surviyed by her late hus- 
band and four children—John C., William T., 
Lizzie, and Minerva Stephens—all residing 
at home. 
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She—“‘ It must be a terrible thing to be 
paralyzed.”

“If the question covers all forms of cor- 
poral punishment I would take firm ground 
for mild whipping. The theory of making 
the punishment fit the crime is a good 
theory, but I believe that the element of im- 
mediate correction is oftentimes far more 
humane and efficacious than the slow 
torture that is often applied under the title 
of ‘ ratural retribution.’ 

In a Sliceping Car. 

‘For example, shoulda child set up an 
unholy and unnecessary howling on a sleep- 
ing car—and children have been known to 
do such things even without a stomach ache 
or a pain—I do most urgently assert that in 
accordance with all rules of justice between 
men such a child should be forced to desist 
from ruining the peace of mind of many 
other people. ; , 

‘‘In this case, perhaps, a good, Nonest 
series of spanks would avail; perhaps a rea- 
sonable amount of water thrown into the 
open face; or, better yet, if such remedies 
have formerly been successfully applied, 
the mere suggestion of them is enough. 

** Such mild corporal punishment is a men- 
tal sedative, acting as a switch to change 
the ourrent of thought, when to shut the 
child up until he has cried himself out isa 
comparatively heroic dose of sheer brutality, 
and one which I do not believe works as 
well in practice. I am speaking now of chil- 
dren in health and unstuck by pins, between 
the ages: of 2 and 5 years. 


“From my own childhood I can speak 


knowingly when I say that never have I 


had the least resentment for summary shak- 
ings and spankings. They*punctuated dis- 
approval of smaller misdeeds and left a 
good after effect. For serious offenses that 
would, after consideration, appeal to my own 
sense of right and wrong, I was never 
touched. The talking it over, the time for 
reflection, and the bitter repentance were 
infinitely worse than corporal punishment, 
but these would have been cheapened if 
applied to small offenses arising out of care- 
less heedlessness. 


Disapproves of Teachers’ Whipping. 


**I do not believe in any teacher whipping 
a boy, or, indeed, in using authority as 
teacher for any sort of corporal punish- 
ment. Let the boy’s parents treat such 
cases. At the same time lI! believe that every 
individual ought to preserve his rights and 
discipline boys who are transgressing theirs. 

‘gIlf 1 should find boys doing cruel or mean 
thihgs and they would not desist, or if boys 
should insult me or trample on my rights, 
and persist therein, I would feel fully justi- 
fied in applying the remedy of a slap or two. 
So would every one in this audience, just 
exactly as an old dog would snap at an im- 
pudent and obtrusive puppy.”’ 

After short talks by Mrs. Alice M. Put- 
nam and Mrs. Ann Trimmingham, an ad- 
dress was delivered by Col. Francis W. 
Parker of the Chicago Normal School. 

Col. Parker said the policy of suppressing 
the thinking man had been practiced from. 
the most ancient times. The theory was 
that the thinking man was dangerous to the 
State. 

‘‘Tt was early discovered,” he said, “‘ that 
this suppression of thought must be begun 
in the school-room, and, therefore, the prob- 
lem of educators was how they shoul? edu- 
eate children without permitting them to 
find out anything for themselves. It was 
this spirit that led to corporal punishment, 
and afterward to the covert system of 
bribery. Bad as it is to inflict physical pain 
on a pupil, it is infinitely worse to bribe one, 
even by the system of marking recitations 
and giving prizes for proficiency.”’ 

Col. Parker closed by saying that the in- 
junction, ‘‘ Children obey your parents,” 
should be reversed. It ought to be * Parents 
obey your children,”

to the instructor. Sometimes it is fancy 


work, sometimes art. work. The instruc- 


tion never takes but a few minutes, and at 
least twenty-five or thirty people can be in- 
structed in a day. This nets at least $25 to 
the instructor. 

In one office of thie kind was discovered 
recently a lot of velveteen banners strung 
around the wall, each worked with bright 
worsteds with all sorts of birds, flowers, 
trees, and conventional figures in raised 
work. These were shaded in the most mar- 
velous manner, and nothing in nature was 
ever seen in such proportions. 

One banner in particular fascinated all 
visitors. It represented a small tree under 
which were two forlorn little chicks in bright 
yellow, outlined with scarlet, even to scarlet 
eyes. These chicks both faced the tree and 
were about lifesize, while the tree was about 
twice their height, and over the right-hand 
chick hung a gorgeous fuchsia in reds and 
purples, just the size of the chick. Over the 
other chick was ‘erected a red and pink 
rose, half the size of the fuchsia. All this 
was on a blue velvet banner. 

The instructor informs all visitors that 
everything is taught, even shading.

The work is all done from the wrong side, 
with a patent needle which you must buy. 
All wools are likewise extra, alsa the pat- 
tern and the velvet. This needle leaves long 
loops of wool on the right side which have 
to be thickly and closely worked, and then 
trimmed down afterward with the scissors. 
All the art rests in the ability to properly 
trim the pattern after the worsted is worked 
in solid. 

A set of rules is discovered in an out-of- 
the-way corner stating that every. person 
must bring in work each week or forfeit 
membership. So it seems that a member- 
ship is another source of income to the 
concern, 

The instructress informs all visitors that 
every one who learns the work is fascinated 
with it. This young woman further volun- 
teered the information that vast yuvantities 
of the monstrosities described are made up 
into banners, screens, and piano scarfs for 
Christmas trade, especially in the country, 
where there is a great demand for them. 


PRICES OF THANKSGIVING LUXURIES. 


Turkeys, Mushrooms, Celery, Cider, 
Game of All Kinds, and Other Del- 
fieacies at Reasonable Figures. 


Choice, dry-picked turkeys can be pur- 
chased in South Water street at 12 centsa 
pound. A dry-picked turkey is the proper 
thing. Fowls from which the feathers have 
been plucked after scalding do not cost as 
much by a centa pound. Thesupply of tur- 
keys in Chicago is unusually light for this 
season of the year, and if the receipts donot 
increase Thanksgiving fowls will be costly. 
At the retail markets 15 cents a pound is 
asked for the finest turkeys. 

Choice mushrooms are selling from 50 to 60 
cents a pound in boxes. ; 

The finest celery from Michigan costs from 
12 cents to 15 cents a bunch. 

Owing to the big yield of apples, cider is 
plentiful this year. It can be bought at 12 
cents and 15 cents a gallon for strictly choice, 
and at 10 cents a gallon for good cider. 
Boiled cider sells at 30 to 85 cents a gallon. 

Game is plentiful, especially ducks and 
quails. Prairie. chickens cost usually 75 
cents apiece when nice; partridges $2 a half 
dozen birds; quail 75 to 85 cents a half dozen; 
jacksnipe, 75 to 90 cents a half dozen; plover, 
75 to 95 cents a half dozen; choice, heavy 
mallard ducks, 30 to 40 Gents apiece; and 
jackrabbits, 25 to 35 cents apiece. 

Nice butternuts cost in South Water 
street 50 to 60 cents a bushel; black wal- 
nuts from 50 cents to 75 cents a bushel; Can- 
adian chestnuts sell at 12 cents and 15 cents 
@ pound; and pecans, which are scarce, 10 
cents and 12 cents a pound. 

Grapes are cheap. Concords, in eight- 
pound baskets, selj at 10 cents, and choice 
catawbas at 15 cents.

CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION PASSES 
- BUT SIX MEN OUT OF NINETY. 


E ination Averages Made by Appli- 
eants for Places as Engineers in 


the New Public Library Building 


Accentuate a Difficulty in Securing . 


Competent Public Employes—Au- 
thorities Cite Instances to Prove 
That Fair Tests Are Applied. 


Out of eighty-four applicants under civil 
Service rules for the position of chief en- 
gineer for the new Public Library Building 
mearing completion at Michigan avenue and 
Randolph street only six passed the exam- 
ination. -The man who was ranked highest 
—John W. Mabbs, No. 6641 Sherman avenue 
—made an average percentage of only 86.36 
on his two papers, which covered steam and 
‘electrical engineering. 

The announcement of the results of exam- 
inations held some time since was made 
yesterday. Here is the list of those who 
passed, with their standing:

The first three will receive appointments, 
which are practically for life to the positions 
of chief engineer, first and second assistants 
of the new building, and will receive annual 
salaries of $2,000, $1,800, and $1,500 re- 
spectively. 


Difficulty to Get Good Men. 

The Civil Service Commission is having a 
great deal of difficulty in obtaining men who 
can attain the most ordinary standards of 
excellence in the lines in which they com- 
pete for employment in the city’s service. 
It would seem, it is said, that good 
men can readily obtain profitable employ- 
ment with private concerns. 

There has been some complaint in certain 
quarters that the examinations given by the 

are too severe, sometimes too tech- 
nical, and almost too much everything ex- 


cept too easy. This view is confuted, how-. 


ever, and the questions asked in the last ex- 
amination for engineers are cited in contra~ 
diction. | 

The first question asked was as to the ap- 
plicant’s experience, Other questions fol- 
lowed, some of which were of a technical 
nature; but for the most part they were 
practical. One asked as to the manner of 
tightening a crank-pin, another the quali- 
ties required of good cylinder oil, and still 
another asked what an engineer should do 
it he found his boilers shut down some morn- 
ing when it was freezing cold. 


Uniform Methods Employed. 


The same methods, it is pointed out, mark 
the commission’s work in every other line. 
There have been stories circulated which 
would make out other examinations to be 
unreasonable inquisitions. It has been said 
that janitors are asked to demonstrate on 
paper the amount of soap needed to scrub a 
square yard of floor, that Sewer Inspectors 
are cgmpelled to know the names of ths 
Presidents in their order, that carpenters 
were asked the depth of the Mississippi 
River, and elevator boys were told to square 
the circle, or something of the sort. 

A perusal of the examination papers which 
Secretary Phelps keeps on file far from 
confirms these reports. It is stated that the 
questions are prepared by the foremen, and 
that they are always made and answered 
verbally. ‘The examination is, therefore, not 


dissimilar from that which every laborer * 


undergoes whenever he looks fora job. 

The masons, carpenters, tinners, and other 
skilled workmen and mechanics are ex- 
amined after the same manner. Physicians 
certify that the applicants are not eripples 
or blind, and then they pass before three 
journeymen of the.craft, whatever it is. 
They have decided upon a list of questions, 
which generally begin by asking the ap- 
plicant to give his experience, to tell the: 


names of the tools of his trade, and upon’ 


these he is marked. It is common now to 
have a few tools in the room, and, by way of 
test, to require the applicant to show his 
familiarity with them. Positive evidence

Salaries of Assemblymen. 


The Legislature at its last session passed 

a bill changing the salaries of the members 

of the General Assembly. They used‘to get 

$5 a day, Sundays included, for each and 

every day the Legislature was in regular or 

-special session. To this was added $50 for 
Stationery and mileage. No man ever was 


ro 
» Known to get $50 worth of stationery from 


the Secretary of State. He always got the 
_“ fifty’ in coin and took long chances in get- 
ting what stationery he wanted afterwards. 
- The Legislature, however, at the instance 
of R. H.-McMurdy, who represented the 
-Hamilton club of Chicago, passed a bill fix- 
ing the salaries of the members of the Legis- 
-Jature at $1,000 for each regular session and 
$5:per diem for each special or called session, 
with an allowance of $50 for stationery and 
the usual mileage. Seven hundred of the 
$1,000 is subject to the drafts of the members 
at any time after the session convenes, but 
the remaining $300 is held up, as it were, 
until the session adjourns. 


To Shorten the Sessions. 


The. promoters of the bill thought the 
up of the $300 aforesaid would be an 
incentive for the members to make haste 
and get through as quickly as possible. The 
sessions have run usually until the last of 
May or even of June, the per diem amount- 
ing to $800 or $900.

JUDGE PAYNE IS SHY OF A NEW RULE 


Dissents from Judge Tuley and Holds 
Nolle Prosequi to Belong to the 
State’s-Attorney. 


Judge Payne of the Criminal Court bench 
fails to see the force of the Suggestion that 
the State’s-Attorney be required to file rea- 
sons with the presiding Judge in each case 
where a nolle prosequiis ordered. The views 
of Judge Payne do not seem to be shared by 
his judicial colleagues, who yesterday dis- 
cussed freely not only the question of nolle 
prosequi, but likewise other recommenda- 
tions arising from Judge Tuley’s notices to 
the bench. requesting suggestions as to new 
rules for the Criminal Court. The sugges- 
tion that each case should be tried in its 
consecutive order particularly came in for 
favorable comment. 

Judge Tuley says he made a rule com- 
pelling a criminal calendar several years 
ago, but it is now ignored. This rule provid- 
ed that no case could be stricken off unless 
the court had given its sanction. He hopes 
to have the measures in force by Jan. i, 
when his term in the Criminal Court begins. 

All the Judges of the Circuit and Superior 
Courts are é6x-officio Judges of the Criminal 
Court and take their turns on the latter 
bench. Judges Tuthill, Sears, and Neely 
will sit with Judge Tuley. 

Judge Payne, in discussing the changes 
proposed, said: , 

“If the State’s-Attorney doesn’t want to 


prosecute a man the Judges can’t help it. 


The State’s-Attorney has charge of the pros- 
ecution on behalf of the State. The Judge 
sits impartially between the State and the 
prisoner. If the State’s-Attorney asserts in 
court that he has no case, against a man and 
that in his opinion the interests of the people 
would be best served by entering a nolle 
prosequi, the Judge, in any absence of inti- 
mation of collusion or corruption, must per- 
mit the order to be made. And I doubt. 
whether the responsibility should be shifted 
from the State’s-Attorney to the Judge.” 

Judge Ewing, on the other hand, said: 

**I think it would be a good idea to have 
the reasons for entering a nolle prosequf 
of a case stated in writing and become a part 
of the files of the court. You may add that 
Judge Tuley’s en concerning the 
calling of the calendar of the court—that is, 
to call the cases in the order they are placed 
on the calendar—is what I have always con- 
tended for. I think that rule should be 
adopted so that the defendants will take no- 
tice of the time their cases are called. The 
ideas are good ones, and they should be car- 
ried out.’’ : 

Judge Neely said: ; 

**I am in favor of having the State’s-Attor- 
ney file reasons for entering orders of nolle 
prosequi after cases. Also, [ am in favor of 
having criminal cases called in order.” 

Judge Chetlain said: 

“I am heartily in favor of the rules Judge 
Tulfey has suggested. I should be glad to 
have a rule passed for a calendar in the 
Criminal Court. Then the State’s-Attorney: 
would be compelled to put down each case 
and a time would come for a hearing of each 
case, With a calendar it would be impossi- 
bie, either through political influence or 
sympathy, to pass cases over or keep pris- 
oners waiting in jail for two or three years. 
The indictments found by the grand jury 
would be put down in regular order and ata 
certain time both the prisoner and the State 
could make a showing.”*
